Dear Earl: 


I em always glad to hear from you but this particular letter of July 8th 
has to do with one of my headaches, if I have one, ‘for John Wheatley is 
a problem child. It runs in my mind that you questioned me regarding 
him while you were here at Synod. Am I right? 


The man who is responsible for John being in the ministry gave Wheatley 

one of the worst. goings-over-a fellow ever had while he was here at Synod, 

and this fellow can really lay it on when he wants to, and he wanted to. am 
He told me something of what he had told Wheatley and I don't think he said 

& word amiss. The fellow has a notion that he is just about "tops" when 

the fact of the matter is he is just about bottom. 


He can't preach a lick and uses terrible English. He is poverty stricken 
as to words and his thought is none too good. I have a letter from him just 
this morning in which he says, "Last evening two of my elders came to see 
me about Shelby. They said some of the people are constantly asking why 
they cannot have a change. Personally I can stay and take it but it is 
getting hard for some of my officials to face it and be rebuffed when can- 
vassing”. That would mean a lot, and one of these elders has talked to me 
and I talked to John 18 months ago telling him that he would have to get 
busy on his studying and prepare himself better for his pulpit presentations. 
He took this very well although there was a bit of resentment in his atti- 
tude, and I did not tell him by letter but in person. Just recently his 
name was before a church in Kansas and I also had a letter from a church in 
Nebraska at the same time. I was writing Wheatley about something else and 
referred to the fact that he was being considered by a Nebraska church. He 
wrote right back and said that he had been called to a church in Kansas. I 
later found out that he had no chance whatever to get the call and I so told 
him. Last Friday at a meeting in Omaha Walton Roth said to me thet Wheatley 
didn't have a chance with this Kansas church. They said he couldn't preach 
at all and that when they met with him he sat most of the time with his face 
in his hands, and made exorbitant demands as to salary. 


In addition, perhaps the stronger character of the two is Mrs. Wheatley, very 
unprepossessing in appearance. She does have some ability but she also likes

to clean people up and has done it more than once. Both of them have what 
their best friend says are ungovernable tempers. They have two adopted 
children. 


I don't Jike to write this kind of letter, It looks very mech as if I am 
going to have to be very, very frank and plain with John Wheatley. This 
letter just received from him says that one of his elders has told him 
that he has missed his calling. I am assuming that you want me to be fr 
and give you the information that will help. It is just possible (I have 
seen this happen as have you) that a change to Alaska would be exactly what 
would bring out the fine qualities of both Mr. and Mrs. Wheatley. iv 
If you have any further question I wish you would write me and I would ap- 
preciate your writing me anyway as to your reactions to what.I have told 

yous. I an confident that Wilbur Diérking, » above referred to but not named,

I am finally forced to write you a letter that I regret to 
doexceedingly. I had hoped that I would not be forced to do so. 
Now I find no alternative and I believe that God has spoken in such a 
manner that I must heed him. 


I must with regret conclude any thought of any future return to 
Alaska within the near future. We have completed a complete physical 
checkup of every member of the family. The results are bad. First, 
the X-ray's indicate that while in Public Health work as a Nurse up 
North Mrs.Waiteside contractea@ Tuberculosis which h.4s since healed up 
but does definitely prevent any thought o f her return. Second, our 
oldest boy has Asthmatic trouble and the Doctors have advised emphatically 
against his being taken Morth..Thne Secon® boy is frail and the sdvice 
is similiar. Third, it has been the adv ice of the Doctors that I have 
no business of returning under the cond it ions which led to my physical 
break down before. That is our picthre and it is not good. In the light 


of this we have decided to forget any f uture hopes of the return in 
any near future to Alaska. This brings to an end @ great many dreams and 


hopes that we have shared for the future of the Alaskan people, but we 
feel we have no altemative. : 

It may be God's way of revealing the opportunities before us in our 
work here in the Southwest. W, are now producing ten R#ligious Radio 
Programs each weeke They have been rat ed the equal of anything on 
any of the networks and We have a growing listening audience in one of 
the mos$ unchurched areas of the country. It does require a4 great deal of. 
extra work, but we are doing a task which seems God has placed in our hands. 
I was recently elected President of the Southwest Radio Corporation. : 
We now have ourlocal 1,000 watt station KSFT and the LaJunta Sattion a 
250 watt station of 15 years standing, KOKO. We are American Broxdcasting 


Affiliates. This does constitute a uniq ue and powerful agency in this q 
area for the Kingdom of God and we are happy over our opportunities. 3 
We are sorry that Alaskawill no longer be possible for us,but we if 

do unite our hearts and prayers for the future growth of the Territory 7
